It regret that (as I believe) not a few of th > 


clergy place tho restoration of the death pen- 
alty upon the supposed perpetual imperative • 
neas and universal obligation upon all genera- 
tions of men, of tho command to Noah—"An ; 
surely your blood of your lives will I require : 
at the hand of every beast will I requiro it an-1 
at the hand of man ; at the hand of every man'; 
brother will I require the life of man; whos > 
sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his b!oc> , 
be shed; for in tho Image of God made h > 
man." 


My intention in this communication, ia no; 


to assert or argue whether the death penalt 
should now be restord. Whether itehould be o • 
not, will depend upon tbemornl preparation cf 
the State; for laws too much in advance, of th < 
tnorul and social condition of the people car 
not be sustained; neither can laws too muc • 
behind moral and intellectual light. I simpt/ 
mean to wrest the command to Noah, out cT 
tho hands of the opponents of the abolishment 
of tho death penalty, that tho question ma- 
stand as it should, upon tho grounds of ruasn i 
and of love and mercy revealed in the gospel 
of Christ; and that a decision may be corns 
to adapted to tho best interests of all mankind, 
under the moral and social preparations nov • 
existing.
